Vancouver Politics. 

Ever sinco tbo cows roachcd Vic- 
toria that tho Colony wns to bo hand- 
od over " neck and crop to tbo ten- 
der meroioB of Governor Suyiuour and 
New WestmiDstor, thoro has bcou a, 
growing feeling of " want of confi- 
denoe" on tbo part of tho public in 
. the Assomblyraon who were instru- 
mental in paBsing the TJnoonditional 
Union resolntions; and who, by tbeir 
Bnbseqnent' nnoonslitational and ille- 
gal aois bare oontribnted to bring on 
the present depression in oommeroial 
affairs and a "deadlock " in the poli- 
' ties of the Oolony. In oonsequonoo of 
this feeling of dissatisfaotion on the 
part of the people with their repro<» 
sentatives, a iererish desire has been 
manifested by the politicians, by the 
introdnotion of side-isBaea, to divert 
pnblio attention from themBelves and 
their acts, in the hope that when tho 
time for holding the noxt general elec- 
tion shall have arrived, tbeir sins will 
have been forgotten and they will be 
enabled to ride into office without 
soriouB opposition. But we are muob 
mistakon as to tho state of the popular 
mind towards tbcso conspiratots if 
they do noLroceivo sanb a witheringro 
buko at the polls iis will strip them of 
the senatorial togas tboyhavedisgrooed 
and send thorn to shivor in the cold 
otmosphero of popular disfavour. Tho 
people aro not blind to tbo fact that 
peace and prosperity bavo fled from 
among us einco tho politicians first 
ottompted to tako tbo management of 
public affairs into tbeir own bands 
They remember with bitterness that 
every act of the Badicals, from tbo 
day whoa they encompassed the re- 
moval of tho former Governor ana 
mado a raid on Free Trade, down to 
the usurpation of Executive functiouh, 
has beuu u fatal blunder. Lot a single 
instance in which they bavo overiurued 
tho peace of the country, and good has 
resulted thorofrom, bo stated. Lot 
tho most ardent admirer of the men 
who — aided by a corrupt press — 
havo brought tbo present state ol 
things to pass, bo pointed out, 
Havo they not arrayed soct against 
sect; friend against friend; interest 
against interest to tbo dotrimcntof tho 
country? Did they not, according to 
thoir own confession, plot for and ob- 
tain a " back-stairs influence" wiUi 
the ExocutivG and sell out tbo Colony 
to British .Columbia without condi- 
tions ? Wo charge tliat ihoy did. ^Vo 
charge them with using thoir posi- 
tions as legislators to advance tbo in- 
torosts ot their friends iu oflico. Wo 
charge that under tho hollow and false 
cry of Keform, they took it upon 
themselves to raise the salaries of two 
friends of certain vicmbers for political 
offoot, and when t,ho Executive op- 
poses tho increase as unconslitutional, 
they turn around and ask the country 
to support them in their corruption. 
Wo charge them with attempting to 
UBO thoir positions as legislatoiB, as 
Btopping-stonOB to power and olliciai 
patronage. Special legislation is at 
all times to bo deplored, it was at 
one time tbo curso of California Ic- 
islatures, and wo should bo indeed 
Borry to see it suflbrod to tako root 
hero. Tboroforo, wbilo wo find much 
to condemn in the policy of tho Gov- 
ernor — while wo condemn him lor his 
want of economy in tho matter of 
tho Esiimatosj for withdrawing tho 
Crown Lauds from settleniont; for 
withholding tho public accounts from 
tho AsBomblyj for hia retention in 
office of two heads of tho Police J)o- 
partmont, wlieu only one was voted; 
for tho appointment of an Auditor 
without tho consent of tho LogiHlature; 
and for a general want of sympatiiy

our pnblio men. Thus far wo go in 
tho support of the ]'jxecutivo, who 
the ridiculous throats of tlie trauHcon. 
dant genius of our evening contem- 
porary to send him "(piiotly to sea," 
will hardly induce to swerve from the 
lino of policy ho has adopted on tliis 
important question, Tho " dead loelc" 
neoessitates an appeal to tbo Home 
Qovornmont, and a speedy answei 
from headquarters will be tbo result. 
That that answer will bo nuotbor de- 
feat for the politicians, wo do not 
doabk.

APPROl'RIATION BILL. 

Ttie seriea of resolutions passed by the 
House ol Assembly in reference to this Bill 
were read. 

Tbe hon. Colonial Secretary rogo and 
moved, " Tliat tbis Oonooil baa received the 
resoIotioDB of tbe Legislative Assembly, dated 
the 3l8t August, 1866. That this Council 
does not concur !d ttie atatementB therein 
coDtaincd, tbe same being fn oppoaitioa to 
documentary ovideoca that has been and is 
before the Council." Ho said the series of 
long resolutions of the Uouso of Aasombly 
that bad just been read to the CouDcil were 
in respect of a very simple measnre that,bad 
engaged the allention of the Council the 
other day. The Bill sent up by the Assem- 
bly, purporting to bo a Supply Bill, was not 
ft Supply Bill, but contained provisions 
wholy foreign to a Bill of Supply. Tho 
Tbe Oounoil in its undoubted right to oxer- 
olse such povers refused to entertain the 
foreign clauses iotrodaoed into tb and 
seat it buck with saeb olaases straek oat. On 
tbe previous occasion attention harl been 
drawn to the origin of the powers of both 
Houses, and it had been shown by tho Gov- 
ernor's insttuctions that " inalters not in res 
lalion to each other coold not bo comprised 
in tho same Bill." Tho Council desired to 
draw the allention of the House of Assembly 
to tho irregularity, in tlio hope that thoy 
would amend it, and send a Supply Bill up 
in such a form as would enable ibo Council 
to pass it. He ( Mr Young), on behalf of tbe 
Council, emphatically declared that there' 
was no desire to interpose between tho House 
and tho Crown as to soppliog. Tho Council 
did not wish to interpose designedly, and had 
purposely insorled a doolarulion lo that eflect 
in the resolutions itccoinpauying Ihe return 
of the bill; he was very sorry ilio Assembly 
had not seen lit to tiike it in the liyht intend- 
ed, innlead of eeeining to think thut the 
Oouocil desired to arrogate powers thoy did 
not possess. Tbe Council bad simply reject- 
ed in the Sohednle what was foreign, and 
bad the Sobedulo come back amended, tbe 
Oounoil would havo pasaod tbe Supplies. 
There was literally nothing in theresolntions 
of the IIousQ to .sliow tho grounds on winch 
tho rejected Suliediilo had not been sent up. 
In answer to tho lir^t liiid Hi:ooml resolutions, 
ho would say Ihiit the Council never did as.. 
sert its right to alter Supply Bills. Ho was 
not prepared to say thuy Lould not— but that 
was not tho question raifiod. Hon. moinborH 
in the other Uqubo must have had some 
Other Colony, probably Australia or Jamaica 
TUDniag in tbeir beads, in maintaining the 
tight of tho House to initiate mnaey-votos. 
There was no Imperial Act here. Did they 
find such coHHtituiioiial right at home? Quito 
the reverse. Tho hon. goiitloman here re- 
viewed tho arguinonls advanced in tho House 
of Cominong by Mr Ayrtoun and tho Chan- 
cellor uf lliu lOxchcquer, the auh.stanco o( 
which have liucn pruvioualy given. Mr 
'Ayrtoun hail cliiurly shown that thu truly 
constitutioual inoile was by addres.g; tho 
Chnneellor coinuidod, and llio remarks iniit 
with general concurruueo. The third re3olu« 
tion bad nothing ia it. There wero no foun- 
datioQi for tbe asBeitians made. It was 
neither in accordance with tho oonsiitution 
of tlio mothBr conntry nor with what wo havo 
hero, and where our own in silent we havo to 
bo guarded by the onnstilution ol tho mother 
country. Tho lourtti ruHolutiou might be 
charaoloriaod by the American term " high- 
(alalin." It vim uII aiiKertion unsup 
potted by tho citalion of authority or 
facts. Tho lifth rc:,olulion waa again 
mere matter of asaoriion. Were there 
not cInuBCa in tho bill determining 
what duties are to be performed by curtain 
. o^ioeis, and who are to illl the ofQoes? Was 
Ibere not tba leprodaotion in nootber lorm of 



tho Real Estate Tax Act that had been dis^ 
carded by tho Oounoil 'f (Heat.) As to tho 
sixth resolution, a clause in tho Schedule 
shows that tho Houso teas atvoro of tbe roul 
estate tax being re-proddoad in tbe Bill, 
which gave a downright denial to' the state 
ment in the document that the House was 
not aware of any such iutrodootion, and bo 
would further ask tho Council lo remember 
that tbo Appropriation Bill passed through 
all its stages ajtcr the Council had rejected 
the lioal Estalo Tn.x Act. To tlia seventh 
resolution, denying that tho House bad at- 
tempted to coeroa iho Council, ho would re- 
ply that coerciou was attempted by oudeav- 
oring to make the Council assent to the in- 
troduollon of what thoy hud rejected. Mr 
Young concluded by saying that Uio Council 
was wjlling to conour in the constitutional 
votes of tbe Assembly, and ho was aotry tho 
IIou!o had takiin tbe'view it had done; hut 
tho Council ooold not bs blamed. If the 
AEsembly tied down the hands of tbe Execu^ 
live in the reduction of expendituio, it did 
not concern tho Council, wno had only to s:c 
thut lliey conflned tbemsoives to legitimate 
constitutional bounds. Tho Houaa 'lad not 
sent hack tho Bill, so there wna nothing be- 
fore the Counoil to deal with except tho resot 
lutions, and he thought all iliat was now 
needed on the part of tho Council, was to 
put a resolution on record of tho tenor of 
the one submitted. 

The hon. Atiornoy General considered it 
his duly to make u few remarks. In thu 
first place, be denied that tho I3ill sent up to 
Iho Council was a Supply Bill, it was some- 
thing else, it waa anything oHo, and might 
with equal propriety be terincil a Bill to re- 
peal tho Real Edtato Tax. (Hear, hoar.) 
Tbe dclioition of a Supply Bill was clearly 
given, and a more aggressive, a mora oxteu- 
sive, a more coraprehcnaive, and a more 
vague Supply Bill, had never before been 
submitted in this Colony. 'I'o admit such u 
Bill OS a Bill of Supply, he thought would 
be admitting a moat dangerous pruoodont. Tho 
CoDBlitatian ol this Colony was tbrrned by 
documents lo which thoy could refer and on 
which they could rely, and ho objected alto- 
gether to the assertion that becouae those 
nugiiHl bodieo, the Lords and Commons, pos- 
sessed certain privileges, llicreforu every ociier 
Legislative body in tho Colonies mubt uos 
cefsiirily possess the .saintj. The Governor's 
Instrnciiona laid it down that neither things 
foroi(;u to the prolcsscd aeopo and object ol 
tho Bill, or having no proper relation to eauh 
other, could bo comprised in llio eumo law, 
and ho would ask, was it not reason and com- 
mon sense that ihe Council should reject 
what was improper and illegal in tbe Sche- 
dule of the Bill ? The lostrnctions would 
have prevented tbe Qovernor from assenting 
to any such measure even had it passed the 
Counoil. Having no mouthpiece in tho As- 
sembly, il-o Council look the opportunity of 
pointing out an error in tho law that cams 
before them, that tho Bill was a great many 
other things besidps a Supply Bill. Tho 
Council hud quite iudepondont and distinct 
powers it it chose to assert thetn. but it was 
not necessary to do so and was more advisa- 
ble to follow the practice that exists at home 
as far an common sense and reason would per- 
mit. When, however, Bills in an irregular 
foim come before tbe Counoil, .the Council 
mast altar and amend tbem, and the rale 
conld not then apply. He seconded the reso- 
Intion of the bon. Colonial Secretary. 

Tbo hon. Treasurer said ha regretted that 
he bad been absent during the first discussion 
oB this subjoct, though ho concurred in the 
action Ihe Council had taken. By pa^ising 
such a Bill containing conditional votes ol 
supply evils would bo suffered to creep in, 
to which there would be no end ; and he 
certainly must protcs; against any conditions 
being attached to votes ol Supply, So long 
as the Houso of Assembly kept within its 
limits the Council should do tbe aame, but 
wben it Btepped oat of its line it became tbe 
duty of the Council to follow and correct 
them. He commented on the House having 
frittered away Ihrau-fourths of its time in 
considering tho Eslimalcs, and questioned 
whether the Governor, under the oircoinatan- 
ocs, would be justified in calling tbe Honee 
together again. 

Hon. Mr Rhodes and others, suggested that 
tbe resolution should state what the docu- 
mentary evideuco alluded to was, as it waa 
Iho absence of proof that was complained of 
in tbe Assembly's resolutions. 

Hon. Colonial Secretary thought that the 
resolution was sufficient as it stood. 

Hon. Mr Bhodos then suggested that tbe 
hon, Col. Secretary's explanations should form 
part of the record which was agreed to. 

It was further agreed on motion of the hon. 
Colonial Secretary, that a copy ol tho Coun- 
cil's first lesolutioDS should bo iinmodialely 
sent to the Governor, that he might know 
that tbe faot of there being no Supplies 
voted for tbe year, did not reat with tbe 
CouDoil. 

The Council tben nominally adjontned for 
one week.

ought lo bo fenced, would it ho right to com- 
pul them to do so at a moment's notice and 
without having acquainted them previously 
with the intention ? The white men have 
their fences already erected — the Indians have 
not, at loast.have not suoh as are usually term- 
ed ulleg lencos. lithe Aol wero in force lo 
duy as it would have been if passed, would 
tha white man and Indian have been upon ao 
equal footing 1 Certainly not. The Indian 
would have been called upon suddenly to 
have fenced bis ground. Do Mr DeCos- 
mos and bia satelUlea know that tbe Indiana 
are now away upon thoir annual visits to the 
lisbcries? that only women are loft behind? 
would ho and his gang have the women put 
up the fences , or would ho call the Indians 
liack Irom their fishing to do so ? To put up 
a fonce it requires wood, axes, and labor. 
Havo the Indians axes for iho purpose ? 
Many have not. Indians again do nojlf^un- 
derstauiJ splitting rails so woll as soma' white 
men. It must be roccolleoted ihaVtoB pota- 
too patch generally belonga tp'/atr individual 
or a family, and ii is that jpdividnal or family 
who would have to fence in tbe patch. How 
long would it take to split tbo rai's and put 
ib'it fence ? If it had boon proposed that Iho 
Act should not come into foreo for thruo 
inontlis, there might have been Homothing in 
it. Some people say tlio Indiana oiii^ht to 
fence in tho wliolo of tlioir reserve. It would 
bo a good tiling wore that done, but it rnusc 
1)0 rci'olleoled thai tlio Indians aro not under 
tho control ol one man who can order them 
to do tho work. It cannot be done except 
by organization — that tbe Indian does not 
understand, and oven if ho did, with Indians 
us with white men there would bo dissoiit- 
iuiits to mar the whole Hcliunio. Besides, 
such a work would reipiire o"ieu to liuul the 
loi;s or rails, and axes lo s[)lit llio wood ; il 
I remoinbo; riglitly this wai ono of the 
reasons urged a your ago why iho Govern - 
inunt should encloso tho reserve. Even as 
it is, would il not ho better for iho Govern 
ment to enclose the lands for tho Indians and 
deduct the cost from tho price to bo paid 
them for their lands 1 Got the IndiaQg lo do 
the work and pay them lor it. Il is cruel to 
be constantly culling tha Indians idle and 
so forth, tho litlo may just as well bo ap" 
plied to many whilo men. 'iho Indian 
who cukivates Ilia acre of potatoes cannot bo 
considored an idle rauii. Is it wiau lo disn 
courage him so by nrbitrujy proceed- 
ings ? Arc the Indians idle who loy up a 
store of food lor tho wiiilur. How many 
white men talto any care of the fiuure ! it 
would be well for many of the pcopio here, 
if many white men would take the trouble 
ol laying up a store for tba winter instoud 
of starving about that time aod having to 
look to tho public for ohatitable SQpport- Ic 
is almost bolter to be an Indian than ao 
idle beggar. ■*
